This  District  constate  of  18  Townships  having  at 
the  census  of  1011  a  population  of  3533*  The  area  of  the 
district  is  37  628  acres.  The  estimated  population  for  1017 
ie  3670. 

Deaths* 

Total  deaths  registered  43,  of  these  24  were  males* 

and  10  females. 

I 

6  males  and  4  females  who  died  at  Middleton  Sanatorium 
ordinarily  resided  outside  the  district,  three  males  and  three 
females  who  died  away  belong  to  the  District,  There  is  thus  a 
total  of  39  deaths  for  the  district,  21  males  and  18  females, 
giving  a  death  rate  of  10*6  per  1000,  in  lc16  it  was  9*5  per 
1000. 

There  were  2  deaths  in  children  under  1  year,  one 
aged  *!6  days,  and  the  other  had  only  lived  for  10  minuioe.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  57  per  1000  births,  in  1918  it  was 
92  per  1000  births. 

There  was  1  uncertified  death,  a  woman  aged  74  yoare. 
Five  peraonB  died  from  tubercular  diseases  giving  a  rate  eoual

to  1*36  per  1000,  in  1.910  It  was  0*81  per  1000.  One  female  child 
aged  6  yearn  died  of  diphtheria, the  Zymotic  rate  being  0-27  per 

1000,  in  1918  it  was  nil. 

Births. 

The  total  registered  was  64,  of  those  28  were  males 
and  28  females,  giving  a  Birth  Rate  equal  to  14*47  per  1000,  1 
1918  it  was  17-77  per  1000.  Thor©  were  3  Illegitimate  births.

Of  these  IS  wore  measles  and  were  nursed  at  home

casi-  of  meaeles  occurring  in  each  household  to  notified,  tl 
total  number  occurring  in  the*  district  is, of  course,  very  u 
greater. 

Whenever  notifications  are  received,  the  houses  a 
visited  by  th©  S.  nitary  Inopdct4*r,  inspection  of  the  premie 
and  efforts  to  trace  the  source  of  infection  made,  absolute 
isolation  is  insisted  upon,  or  otherwise  the  patients  if 
possible  is  removed  to  the  Joint  Isolation  Hospital.  On 
removal  or  at  the  termination  of  the  case  careful  disinfect; 
i 3  carried  out,  and  advice  given  to  prevent  the  spread  of  13 
disease.
